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16th Annual Mt. Wilson Trail Race On May 29

The 16th annual Mt. Wil¬ 
son Trail Race, set for Sat¬ 
urday, May 29, is one month 
away. Anyone planning to 
enter please note: pre-regis¬ 
tration is an absolute require¬ 
ment. 

Deadline date for sign-up 
forms to be returned to City 
Hall or postmarked is May 
19. Entry fee is $4 or $7 
with T-shirt. Forms may be 
picked up at City Hall. 

Please note, too, check-in 
time the morning of the race 
is from 6 to 7:45 a.m. at 
Kersting Court, and, of 
course, there will be no sign¬ 


ups to enter the race during 
check-in time. 

Sierra Madre residents have 
a double advantage this year. 
They are eligible to compete 
in a separate Sierra Madre 
category as well as in other 
classes and that category 
awards medals to the Sth 
place. 

Categories are open to 
men and women 10 and under, 
11 to 14, 15 to 19, 20 to 
29, 30 to 39, 40 to 49, 50 
and over. 

Trophies will go to a man 
and woman, top winners, 
medals to 1st, 2nd and 3rd 
place in each category and 
certificates of achievement to 


all race finishers. 

The race begins at 8 a.m. 
Runners head up Baldwin 
from Kersting Court. There 
are those of us who may 
get most of our exercise be¬ 
hind the wheel of a car 
and can huff and puff with 
the best of them. We can 
only marvel at people who 
enter this grueliing race on 
such a steep, narrow trail. 

Beginning on city streets 
for an 840 foot elevation at 
starting gun point, runners 
sprint up to Mt. Wilson Trail, 
1140 feet at trail start and 
then into our wilderness 
area on the winding trail to 
reach Orchard Camp, eleva¬ 


tion 2960 feet. This is half¬ 
way up the trail and is turn¬ 
around point for the racers 
to return back down the 
trail. Total distance for the 
run up and back is 8.388 
miles. 

This race has historic sig¬ 
nificance for Sierra Madre 
going back to 1908 for its be¬ 
ginning. It has not missed a 
year since 1966, making this 
the 16th annual race. So, too, 
is the trail of historic im¬ 
portance, the oldest trail on 
the front range of the San 
Gabriels. 

It was originally built by 
Benjamin D. Wilson in 1864 
so timber could be brought 


down to his ranch in what 
is today San Marino. Don 
Benito was an early settler 
when this was still Mexican- 
owned California. He was a 
leading citizen here and was 
the first Los Angeles mayor. 
Wilson carried both an In¬ 
dian and a bear scar from 
those very earl days all his 
life, much to the admiration 
of his grandchildren, one of 
whom was General George 
S. Patton of WWlI fame. 

The Trail Race, sanctioned 
by the Athletic Congress of 
USA (TAC), is sponsored by 
the Recreation Department 
for the city, with a Trail 
Race committee headed by 


Jerry Carlton. The race’s 
uniqueness is evident, too, 
with the number of com¬ 
munity groups assisting. 
Search and Rescue Team, 
Fire Dept. EMTs, Civic Club. 
Women’s Club and a com¬ 
munication team. 

A real challenge for run¬ 
ners this year is to unseat 
Steve Chase who has won 
three years in a row. Steve 
has been invited to partici¬ 
pate for this race as a 
guest of the city.

The first regular meeting 
of the newly constituted Sierra 
Madre City Council was a 
quiet session. Primarily the 
council laid plans to take up 
new matters in the forth¬ 
coming weeks. 

(The council met last week 
solely to install its newest 
oMniber, Lisa Fowler, and 
re-elected Councilmen-Char¬ 
les Corp and Thomas Ed¬ 
wards. They also elected Car¬ 
lyle Griffin as the city’s 
Mayor for the coming year 
and Clem Bartolai as the 
Mayor Pro-Tern.) 

Tuesday night, it took up 
that annual topic of discus¬ 
sion, review and action, the 
city’s fiscal budget. 

It decided to review the 
status of the city’s budget 


for the current fiscal year, 
ending June 30, on May 11 
as well as commencing on 
that date the several weeks 
long study of needs for the 
1982 - 83 fiscal year, prior to 
its ultimate adoption of that 
budget in late June. 

At least 9 different dates 
for meeting with representa¬ 
tives of the various city de¬ 
partments and commission 
to discuss their budget needs 


for the new year are now 
scheduled. All of these meet¬ 
ings, like the regular meet¬ 
ings of the council, are open 
to the public. Schedules of 
the times and dates of each 
of those hearings are avail¬ 
able at the city clerk’s office. 

Another annual topic oc¬ 
cupying the council’s atten¬ 
tion was the public hearing 
of the protests to the adop-

RTD Spokesman Suggests‘Notify Officials’ 


Don Lloyd, customer ser¬ 
vice representative of the Ra¬ 
pid Transit District, said Tues¬ 
day following the pubic hear¬ 
ing over the weekend, “Re¬ 
commendations for elimina¬ 
tion are only tentative. No 
line has been approved for 
cancellation or modification, 
and there has been no sche¬ 
dule change at this point. 
These recommendations are 
prepared by the transit dis¬ 
trict, processed and sent to 
the board. I’m anticipating 
a board meeting for May 10 


or 17. The board will go 
with the recommendations 
that would balance the bud¬ 
get. If that requires suspen¬ 
sion of lines or total dele¬ 
tion or modifying lines by 
taking a few buses off, that’s 
the way it will have to be.” 

The public hearing was 
called by RTD in anticipa¬ 
tion of the possible elimina¬ 
tion of several bus lines a- 
round L.A. County, discon¬ 
tinuance of some lines and 
fare increases. 

Board members include 


appointees as follows: two 
members approved by Los 
Angeles City Council; five 
members approved by L.A. 
(bounty Supervisors; and four 
city selection committee ap¬ 
pointees who are concerned 
citizens from outlying areas 
in the district whose consti¬ 
tuents are most affected by 
possible reductions of bus 
service. 

Recommendations affect¬ 
ing Sierra Madreans and those 
living in other immediate foot¬ 
hill areas are the following: 


possible elimination of Satur¬ 
day, Sunday and holiday ser¬ 
vice of bus line 435 (Baldwin 
Ave.-Washington Blvd.) and 
bus line 487 (los Angeles- 
San Gabriel-Sierra Madre Ex¬ 
press). No change in 489 
(Los Angeles-Rosemead Blvd. 
-Hastings Ranch Express); 
and elimination of all ser¬ 
vice for 491 (Los Angeles- 
Sierra Madre via Santa Anita 
Ave. Express. Lloyd is quick 
to remind all residents, how¬ 
ever, that these are recom¬ 
mendations only. 


Some lines certain to go, 
Lloyd says, are those outly¬ 
ing community lines that go 
no further than a particular 
city or shopping center. 
“Those lines will be elim¬ 
inated without question.” 

Will it help area residents 
to keep the heat on by writ¬ 
ing and contacting RTD? 

Lloyd reiterated informa¬ 
tion from another interview 
in which he suggested com¬ 
munities come up with alter¬ 
native financing including 
that from private investors. 


Is this a form of blackmail 
if we are not able to help 
RTD come up with indepen¬ 
dent financing? 

No, Lloyd says, because 
most of the major mass tran¬ 
sit districts receive a local 
sales tax. “If Los Angeles 
received a local sales tax the 
RTD would not be in the 
financial difficulty it’s in now.” 

How much would RTD 
need in Los Angeles County 
to stay solvent and keep the 
bus lines open?

The next day, Betty Ryder 
called a locksmith and in¬ 
stalled deadbolts on all the 
doors. When she returned 
from a trip to the store later 
that day, she realized the 
mat at the front door had 
been moved. The Ryders as¬ 
sume the suspect returned, 
tried to use the keys and 
looked for a replacement key 
under the mat.

Principal Believes School Educates Properly 


Anyone who thinks the 
one-room school is passe 
should pop in at the Gloria 
Dei School located just be¬ 
hind the church at Hermosa 
and Highland in Sierra 
Madre. 

Twenty-two children in 
grades 1 through 8 study 
together under Gary Gray’s 
care within the confines of 
a large, airy room with grad¬ 
uated desks and wall decora¬ 
tions pertinent for all ages 
of children smd classes. 

Although modern educa¬ 
tors are usually critical of 
such a multi-grade setup. 
Gray says, “The positives are 
individual attention and those 
children who help each other 


learn. These students are not 
lost in large numbers of other 
children. Bright children in 
lower grades soak up what’s 
happening in the upper grades, 
and slower students in the 
7th and 8th grades listen for 
review in what is going on 
in the lower grades. If a stu¬ 
dent is having trouble with 
his multiplication, he can get 
a quick review when it is 
taught in the lower grades.’’ 

In a one-room school, he 
says, middle graders can be 
put back into lower reading 
groups without losing face. 

But how is there time be¬ 
tween 8:30 a.m. and 3:15 
p.m. to teach all that is 
necessary?

ORDINANCE NO. 992 

AN ORDINANCE OF THE CITY 
COUNCIL OF THE CITY OF 

SIERRA MADRE AMENDING 

ARTICLE III CHAPTER 3 OF 
PART E OF THE SIERRA MADRE 
MUNICIPAL CODE RELATINQ TO 
CABLE TELEVISION 

THE CITY COUNCIL OF THE 
CITY OF SIERRA MADRE DOES 
ORDAIN: SECTION I. A new Part 
E is hereby added to Article Ill, 
Chapter 3 of the Sierra Madre 
Muncipal Code as follows: 

ARTICLE III- 
COMMUNITY ANTENNA 
TELEVISION SYSTEMS 

3230 AUTHORITY FOR 
FRANCHISE 

The provisions of this Article 
III are adopted pursuant to 
the California Constitution, the 
Franchise Act of 1937 comprising 
6001 et seq. of the California 
Public Utilities Code and 39732 and 
S3066 of the California Govern¬ 
ment Code. This Part E shall here¬ 
in after be referred to as "this Part” 
or “this Ordinance.” 

3231 DEFINITIONS 

For the purposes of this Part, 
the following phrases, words, ab¬ 
breviations, and their derivations 
.shall have the meaning given herein. 

A. "Basic Service” shall mean the 
distribution of television signals pro¬ 
vided at the basic monthly rate 
consisting of 23 channels which 
shall include 17 local broadcast chan¬ 
nels, to the extent available, one local 
origination channel and five local 
access channels 

B. "Bask Radio Service" means the 
distribution of all radio signals, pro¬ 
vided at the basic monthly rate, 
including the retransmission of 
broadcast FM radio signals, the re¬ 
transmission of shortwave, weather, 
news, time and other similar audio 
broadcast channels, and the trans¬ 
mission of cablecast radio signals, 
as indicated in the Franchise 
Resolution. 

C. "Basic Subscriber” shall mean 
any person or entity receiving basic 
service. 

D. "CATV” shall mean (1) a 
Cable Television System and (2) a 
Security System, as hereinafter 
defined. 

E. “Cable Television System” 
or "System,” also referred to as 
“Cable Communications System,” 
"Cable TV System,” “CATV Sys¬ 
tem” or “Broadband Commun¬ 
ications Network” means a system 
composed of, without limitation, 
antennas, cables, wires, lines, towers, 
wireless links, cablecasting studios, 
or any other conductors, converters, 
equipment or facilities, designed, 
constructed or wired for the pur¬ 
pose of producing, receiving, amp¬ 
lifying, storing, processing or dis¬ 
tributing by coaxial cable audio and/ 
or visual and/or data signals to and 
from persons, subscribers and loca¬ 
tions in the City. 

F. “Expanded Service” shali mean 
any communications service in addi¬ 
tion to Basic Service provided by 
the Grantee for an additional fee, 
including, but not by way of limit¬ 
ation, pay TV, burglar alarm ser¬ 
vice, advertising, data or other elec¬ 
tronic transmission services, facsimile 
reproduction services, meter reading 
services and home shopping services. 

0."FCC” shall mean the Federal 
Communications Commission. 

H. “Franchise” means the non¬ 
exclusive authorization granted, as 
provided hereunder, to occupy or 
use the streets within the City for 
the construction, operation and 
maintenance of a cable television 
system with all or part of the 
geographic limits of the City. 

I. “Franchise Resolution” means 
a signed and notarized statement on 
the part of both Grantor and Grantee 
accepting and agreeing to all of the 
provisions of a Franchise, including 
referenced specifications, franchise 
applications, and other related mat¬ 
erial. 

J. "Franchise Area” shall mean 
the territory within the City through¬ 
out which Grantee shall be authorized 
to construct, maintain and operate 
its system and shall include any 
enlargements thereof and additions 
thereto. 

K. "Grantee” shall mean the per¬ 
son, firm or corporation to whom 
or which a Franchise, as herein¬ 
above defined, is granted by the 
Council under this part, and the law¬ 
ful successor, transferee or assignee 
of said person, firm or corporation. 

L. “Grantor” means the City of 
Sierra Madre as represented by the 
City Council acting within the scope 
of its jurisdiction. 

M. “Gross Annual Receipts” shall 
mean any and all compensation and 
other consideration in any form 
whatever (and any contributing grant 
or subsidy) derived from all cable 
services within the service area, in¬ 
cluding but not limited to revenues 
from subscribers’ rates, installation 
charges, line extension charges, pay 
services, advertising, lease channels, 
or utilization of or connection to the 
system to the extent City may from 
time to time legally impose a fran¬ 
chise payment on account thereof; 
provided, however, it does not 
include (I) that portion of the existing 
pay channel gross reoeipis that Grantee 
pays to programmer for the right 
to use such programming, (2) gross 


receipts of the first (one only) leased 
channel, (3) receipts from feeds orig¬ 
inating from pasting through, and 
destined for a location outside of 
the city of Sierra Madre, (4) initial 
insttdiation charge of the basic ser¬ 
vice, (3) any taxes on services furnish¬ 
ed by the Grantee and imposed di¬ 
rectly on any subscriber or user by 
any city, state or other govern- 
mentad unit and collected by Grantee. 
Gross Annual Receipts shali be ac¬ 
counted for under methods of ac- 
countirsg employed by Grantee for 
financial purposes. 

N. “Property of Grantee” shall 
mean all property owned, installed or 
used by a Grantee in the conduct 
of a CATV business in the City 
under the authority of a Franchise 
granted pursuant to this Part. 

O. "Street” or "public street” 
shall mean only a street, road, high¬ 
way, freeway, lane, path, alley, court, 
sidewalk, parkway or drive which is 
owned by a public entity in fee or 
as to whkh a public entity has 
an easement for street purposes, 
and with respect to which, and to 
the extent that City has a right 
to grant the use of the surface of 
and space above and below in con¬ 
nection with, a Franchise for a Cable 
Television System. 

P. “Basic Security System” will be 
comprised of: 

1. The Basic Subscriber Secur¬ 
ity System; 

and 

2. The Central Monitoring 
System. 

The Basic Subscriber Security 
System shall consist of the follow¬ 
ing components: 

1. Alarm sensors covering 
three openings (doors and 

windows); 

2. One interior trap sensor; 

3. One smoke detector; 

4. One panic sensor; 

5. One digital telephone dialer; 

6. A micro processor-based 
alarm panel. 

The Central Monitoring System 
will consist of a telephone receiving 
device connected to a central mon¬ 
itoring computer. 

Q. “Subscriber” shall mean any 
person or entity receiving for any 
purpose the CATV service of a 
Grantee. 

R. “TASO” shall mean (Television 
Allocation Study Organization) a 
system of rating the quality of the 
television picture from 1 to 6, ex¬ 
cellent to unusable reception res¬ 
pectively. 

3232. Coaadl to GrK* Franchise 

The City Council is empowered 

to grant by resolution, consistent with 
the requirements of the Federal 
Communications Commission, a 
non-exclusive Franchise to any 
qualified person, firm or corporation 
to operate a Cable Television System 
as hereinabove defined within the 
City of Sierra Madre limits. 

No provision of this Part may be 
deemed or construed as to require 
the granting of a Franchise when 
in the opinion of the Council it 
is in the public interest to restrict 
the number of Grants to one or 
more, or to refrain from granting 
any Franchise at that time in all 
or any portion of the City. 

3233. Grant of Franchise 

In the event that Grantor shall 
grant to the Grantee a non-exclusive, 
revocable Franchise to construct, 
operate, maintain, and reconstruct a 
Cable Television System, said Fran¬ 
chise shall constitute both a right and 
an obligation to provide the ser¬ 
vices as required by the provisions of 
this Part and the Franchise Res¬ 
olution. This Franchise shall include 
those provisions of the Grantee’s 
“Application for Franchise” that 
are finally negotiated and accepted 
by the Grantor and Grantee in 
writing. 

3234. Uses Permitted by Graatec 

Any Franchise granted pursuant to 
the provisions of this Part shall 
authorize and permit the Grantee 
to engage in the business of oper¬ 
ating and providing a CATV system 
in the City and for that purpose 
to erect, install, construct, repair, 
replace, reconstruct, maintain and 
retain in, on, over, under, upon, 
across and along any public street, 
such poles, wires, cable, conductors, 
ducts, conduit, vaults, manholes, 
amplifiers, appliances, attachments 
and other property as may be nec¬ 
essary and appurtenant to the CATV 
System; and in addition, so to use, 
operate, and provide similar facil¬ 
ities or properties rented or leased 
from other persons, firms or corp¬ 
orations, including but not limited 
to any public utility or other Grantee 
franchised or permitted to do busi¬ 
ness in the City. 

3235. Franchise Nonexclusive 

Any Franchise granted hereby is 
nonexclusive. The Grantor specifical¬ 
ly reserves the right to grant, at 
any time, such additional Franchises 
for a Cable Television System as 
it deems appropriate. 

3239. Duration of Franchise 

No Franchise granted by the Coun¬ 
cil under this Part shall be for a 
term longer than ten (10) years 
following the date of acceptance 
of such Franchise by the Grantee. 
Any such Franchise shall terminate 
in whole or proportionately if City 
acquires the CATV System property 
of the Grantee or a portion thereof. 
3237. Franchise PnyuMnto 

A. As compensation for the 
Franchise to be granted in consider¬ 
ation of permission to use the streets 
and public ways of the Grantor 
for the construction, operation, 
maintenance and reconstruction of a 


Cable Television System, the Grantee 
shall pay to the Grantor an annual 
amount equal to five percent 
(5%) of the Grantee’s Gross Annual 
Receipts. Such payments will be made 
to the City Treasurer. 

B. Payments due the Grantor 
under this provision shall be com¬ 
puted quarterly, for the preceding 
quarter, as of March 31, June 30, 
September 30 and December 31. 
Each quarterly payment shall be due 
and payable no later than sixty 
(60) days after the dates listed in the 
previous sentence. Each payment 
shall be accompanied by a brief 
report showing the basis for the 
computation and such other relevant 
facts as may be required by the 
Grantor. 

C. The City shall have the right 
to inspect the Grantee’s records 
during normal business hours show¬ 
ing the gross receipts from which 
its franchise payments are computed 
and the right of audit and re¬ 
computation of any and all amounts 
paid under this Part. No acceptance 
of any payments shall be construed 
as a release or as an accord and 
of any satisfaction of any claim the 
City may have for further or ad¬ 
ditional sums payable under this Part 
of for the performance of any 
other obligation hereunder. 

D. In the event that the above 
payment is not received by the City 
within the specified time. Grantee 
shall pay to the City liquidated 
damages of two percent (2%) per 
month on the unpaid balance in 
addition thereto; provided, however, 
that the City must give notice to 
the Grantee within 43 days of the 
existence of any unpaid balance. 

E. In the event a court of law, 
by final judgment, determines that a 
holding over by Grantee has been 
unlawful, then Grantee shall prompt¬ 
ly make payment to Grantor of an 
amount equal to ten percent (10%) 
of Grantee’s gross profits for the 
Sierra Madre System for the holding 
over which was determined to be 
unlawful. 

F. The Grantee shall file with the 
City, within ninety (90) days after 
the expiration of any fiscal year of 
the Franchise is in force, a financial 
itatement prepared by a certified 
public accountant, or a certified 
financial statement prepared by an 
appropriate Grantee financial of¬ 
ficer. showing in detail the Gross 
Annual Receipts, as defined herein 
of Grantee during the preceding 
fiscal year or portion thereof. It 
shall be the duty of the Grantee to 
pay to the City, within ten (10) days 
after the time for filing such 
statements, the sum hereinabove pre¬ 
scribed or any unpaid balance there¬ 
of for the calendar year or portion 
thereof covered by such statements. 
3239. Uaiitalion of Fraacklsc 

A. No privilege or exemption shall 
be granted or conferred by any 
Franchise granted under this Part 
except those specifically prescribed 
herein. 

B. Any privilege claimed under any 
such Franchise by the Grantee in 
any public street or other public 
property shall be subordinate to any 
prior or subsequent lawful occu¬ 
pancy or use thereof by the City 
or any other governmental entity, 
shall be subordinate to any prior 
lawful occupancy or use thereof by 
any other person and shall be sub¬ 
ordinate to any easements therein, 
whether created prior or subsequent 
to the granting of any Franchise 
hereunder. 

C. Time shall be of the essence 
of any such Franchise granted here¬ 
under. The Grantee shall not be 
relieved of his obligation to comply 
promptly with any of the provisions 
of this Part by any failure of the City 
to enforce prompt compliance. 

D. Any right or power in, or 
duty impressed upon, any officer, 
employee, department, or board of 
the City shall be subject to transfer 
by the City to any other officer, 
employee, department or board of 
the City. 

E. The Grantee shall be subject 
to all requirements of valid and 
constitutional City ordinances, rules, 
regulations and specifications here¬ 
tofore or hereafter enacted or estab¬ 
lished. 

F. Any Franchise granted here¬ 
under shall be in lieu of any and all 
other rights, privileges, powers, im¬ 
munities and authorities owned, pos¬ 
sessed, controlled, or exercisable by 
Grantee or any successor to any 
interest of Grantee of or pertaining 
to the construction, operation or 
maintenance of any CATV System 
in the City; and the acceptance of 
any Franchise hereunder shall operate 
as between Grantee and the City, 
as an abandonment of any and all 
of such rights, privileges, powers, 
immunities and authorities within the 
City, to the effect that ai between 
Grantee and the City, any and all 
construction, operation and mainten¬ 
ance by any Grantee of any CATV 
System in the City shall be, and shall 
be deemed and construed in all 
instances and respects to be, under 
and pursuant to said Franchise, 
and not under or pursuant to any 
other right, privilege, power, immun¬ 
ity or authority whatsoever. 

G. The Grantee shall at all times 
during the life of this Franchise 
comply with all valid and constit¬ 
utional provisions of existing and 
future rules and regulations of the 
City, the State of California, and 
the United States of America. 

H. Any fixtures placed or work 
performed in any publicway by the 


Grantee, shall be placed or done in 
such a manner as not to interfere 
with the usual travel on such 
publicway except with prior approval 
of Grantor. 

3239. RIghU Reaerved to tkc CHy 

A. REMOVAL OF PROPERTY 
AND RIGHTS TO PURCHASE 
THE SYSTEM. Upon the revocation 
of the Franchise, or the expiration 
of the term thereof, and upon pay¬ 
ment by the Grantor to the Grantee 
of the fair market value of the 
Grantee’s CATV System, the Grant¬ 
or may purchase, acquire, take over 
or hold said system. For purposes of 
this Section, "fair market value” 
shall be determined by valuing the 
Grantee’s system as going concern. 
No value shall be assigned to the 
Franchise granted hereunder. Im¬ 
mediately upon a determination of 
revocation or expiration of the 
Franchise, the Grantor and Grantee 
shall attempt to mutually agree upon 
the fair market value of the system. 
However, if within a reasonable per- ’ 
iod of lime they cannot agree upon 
the fair market valuation, then said 
valuation shall be determined by a 
three-member Board of Appraisers, 
one selected by the Grantor, one 
selected by the Grantee, and one sel¬ 
ected by the appraisers themselves. 
The cost of said appraisal shali be 
borne equally by the Grantor and the 
Grantee. Nothing contained herein 
shall require the City to so pur¬ 
chase; this is an option only, but 
such option must be exercised within 
six (6) months from delivery to 
Grantor of the appraisers’ report. 
If at any lime after expiration or 
revocation Grantor gives notice to 
Grantee of its election not to exercise 
such option, the Grantee shall have 
six months from receipt of notice 
to remove its system from all streets 
and public ways within the City. 

B. There is hereby reserved to the 
City every right and power which is 
required to be herein reserved or 
provided by an ordinance of the City 
and the Grantee, by its acceptance 
of any Franchise, agrees to be bound 
thereby and to comply with any 
action or requirements of the City 
in its exercise of such rights or 
power heretofore or hereafter en¬ 
acted or established. 

C. Neither the granting of any 
Franchise hereunder, nor any of the 
provisions contained herein shall be 
construed to prevent the City from 
granting any indentical or similar 
Franchise to any other person, firm 
or corporation, with all or any por¬ 
tion of the City. 

D. Neither the granting of any 
Franchise nor any provision hereof 
shall constitute a waiver or bar to 
the exercise of any governmental 
right or power of the dty, now 
existing or hereafter granted. 

E. RIGHT OF INSPECTION OF 
CONSTRUCTION. The Grantor 
shall have the right to inspect all 
construction or installation work 
performed subject to the provisions 
of the Franchise and to make such 
tests as it shall find necessary to 
ensure compliance with the terms 
of this Franchise and other pertinent 
provisions of law. 

F. RIGHT OF INTERVENTION. 
The Grantor may intervene in any 
suit or proceeding in which the 
Grantee is a party, provided that the 
Grantor’s interests arc not adequately 
represented by the existing parties, 
and provided, further, that the dis¬ 
position of each suit or proceeding 
without the Grantor’s participation, 
may os a practical matter, impair 
or impede the Grantor’s ability to 
protect those interests. 

3249. Pcraslls, laslaUallua A Service 

A. Within sixty (60) days after 
acceptance of any Franchise, the 
Grantee shall proceed with due dili¬ 
gence to obtain applications for all 
necessary permits and authorizations 
which are required in the conduct 
of its business, including, but not 
limited to, any utility joint use 
attachment agreements, microwave 
carrier licenses and any other per¬ 
mits, licenses ud authorizations to 
be granted by duly constituted reg¬ 
ulatory agencies having jurisdiction 
over the operation of CATV Systems 
or their associated microwave trans¬ 
mission facilities. 

B. In the event that the City per¬ 
mits overhead cable installations, 
within one hundred and fifty (ISO) 
days after obtaining the necessary 
pole clearance with the appropriate 
public utility. Grantee shall com¬ 
mence construction and installation 
of the CATV System. In the event 
that underground cables are required 
within one hundred and fifty (ISO) 
days after obtaining permits for such 
installation in the public right-of- 
way, Grantee shall commence con¬ 
struction and installation of the 
CATV System. 

C. Within one hundred and eighty 
(180) days after the commencement 
of construction and installation of the 
system. Grantee shall proceed to 
render service to subKribers and the 
completion of the construction and 
installation shall be pursued with rea¬ 
sonable diligence thereafter. 

D. Grantee shall complete in¬ 
stallation of the entire Cable Tel¬ 
evision System except Basic Security 
System to every potential subscriber 
within twenty-four months, or such 
shorter time as may be set by the 
Franchise Resolution, from the date 
of the first authorization from the 
utility company to the Grantee allow¬ 
ing for pole attachment plus author¬ 
ized extenrions thereof. Grantee 
agrees that failure to comply with 
these requirements will result in 


damage to the City, and Grantee 
therefore agrees thru in addition to 
any other damage suffered by 
Grantee, he will pay to the City 
the sum of Five Hundred Dollars 
(SSOO.OO) per day for each and every 
day’s delay beyond the time pre¬ 
scribed. Enforcement of this penalty 
shall be processed as set forth in 
Section 3246. 

E. By acceptance of the Franchise 
granted hereunder. Grantee agrees 
that failure to comply with any time 
requirements referred to in Sub¬ 
sections (a), (b) and (c) of this 
Section will result in damage to the 
City, and that it is and will be 
imptucticable to determine the actual 
amount of such damage in the event 
of delay; and Grantee, therefore, 
agrees that in addition to any other 
damage suffered by City, he will pay 
to City the sum of Five Hundred 
DoUars ($S<X).00) per day for each 
and every day’s delay beyond the 
time prescribed, plus authorized ex¬ 
tensions thereof, for completion 
of the acts required to be done by 
this Section. Enforcement of this 
penalty shall be processed as set 
forth in Section 3246. 

F. Fbihire on the part of the Grantee 
to commence and diligently pursue 
each of the requirements of this 
Section and to complete each of the 
matters set forth herein, shall be 
grounds for termination of such 
Franchise. The Council sliall extend 
the time for the commencement and 
completion of construction and in¬ 
stallation for additional periods in the 
event that the Council determines 
that the Grantee, acting in good faith, 
experiences delays by reason of cir¬ 
cumstances beyond its control. Such 
decision shall be reviewaUe only 
uniferCCP I08S. 

G. The Grantee shall schedule his 
construction activities to coordinate 
with the City’s construction activities 
on the streets so as to avoid 
unnecessary inconvenience to the 
public

^ all areas of the City where elec- 
tri^'utility and communications faci- 
litigi are underground, the Grantee 
shall place its cables and distribution 
equipment underground. When exis¬ 
ting aerial utilities in any City area 
are “converted to underground con¬ 
struction, such that both electric and 
communications utilities are under¬ 
ground, the Grantee shall replace 
aerial facilities svith underground 
fadlities concurrently and in co¬ 
optation with similar programs of 
the,'telephone and power utilities. 
All/underground wires or cable of 
Grantee shall be placed In conduits 
or upon the approval of the City 
Administrator, shall be of material 
suitable for direct earth burial. Am¬ 
plifiers in GranMe't transmission and 
distribution lines may be in appro¬ 
priate pedestals as approved by the 
aty Administrator. Prior to excava¬ 
tion, Grantee shall obtain excava¬ 
tion permits and approval of the 
location of underground facilities 
from the City Administrator. 
3'!42.Rcatovai and Abandonment of 
Property of Grantee 

A. In the event that the UK of any 
substantial part of the CATV System 
it discontinued solely through the 
fault of the Grantee for a continuous 
perit^ of three (3) months, or in the 
evenf such system or property has 
beenibistalled in any street or pubUc 
place without complying with the re- 
quirekients of Grantee’s Franchise or 
this Tart, and after due notice 
Grantee has not cured same or the 
Franchise has expired, the Grantee 
shsdl, within six (6) months, upon 
being given notice from the City Ad¬ 
ministrator, remove from the streets 
or public places all such property and 
poles of such system other than any 
which the City Administrator may 
permit to be abandoned in place. In 
the event of such removal, the 
Grantee shall promptly restore the 
street or other area from which such 
property has been removed to sub¬ 
stantially its original condition. 

B. Any property of the Grantee not 
removed by the Grantee in accord¬ 
ance with Section 3239 (A) hereof 
shall be at the option of the 
Council, considered permanently 
abandoned unless public policy or 
law permits otherwise.

lawful change of grade, aUgnment,

D. Funds represented by the afore- 
stated letter of credit and bond 
shaU be recoverable by the Grantor 
in case of noncompliance by the

INDEMNIFICATION. The Grantee 

shaU defend, indemnify and hold 
harmless the aty, its officers, 
boards, commisskNU, agents and em¬ 
ployees and each of them against 
and from any and aU claims, de¬ 
mands, actions suits, llabiUties and 
judgments of every kind and nature 
and regardless of the merit of the 
same, arising out of or related to

pay by reason of any act or de¬ 
fault of the Grantee in connection 
with this Franchise; or fails after 
thirty (30) days’ notice of such fail¬ 
ure by the Grantor to comply with 
any provision of the Franchise which 
the Grantor reasonable determines 
can be remedied by an expenditure 
of the security, the Grtmtor may 
make claim from the security fund. 

C. The letter of credit deposited 
pursuant to this Section shall become 
the property of the Grantor in »br 
event that the Franchise is can¬ 
celled by reason of the default 
of the Grantee or revoked for cause. 
The Grantee, however, shall be en¬ 
titled to the return of such letter of 
credit at the expiration of the term 
of the Franchise, or upon term¬ 
ination of the Franchise at an 
earlier date, provided that there is 
then no outstanding default on the 
part of the Grantee.

The Grantor shall have the 
right to inspect at any time during 
normal busincu hours, all books, 
subscriber lists, records, maps, plsms, 
income tax information for the sys¬ 
tem, financial statements, service 
complaint logs, performance test 
results and other like materials of 
the Grantee located at Grantee’s 
office in Arcadia or Sierra Madre 
which relate solely to Grantee’s 
operation of the CATV System.

B. Limit system failure to a mini¬ 
mum time duration by locating and 
correcting malfunctions promptly, 
but in no event longer than twenty- 
four (24) hours after notice of total 
loss of signal for at least ninety per¬ 
cent (909i) of all malfunctions deal¬ 
ing with total loss of signal at the 
house and forty-eight (48) hours 
(excluding Sundays) after notice of 
signtU impairment for at least ninety 
percent (90'<i) of impairment of sig¬ 
nal midfunctions. 

C. Upon complaint to the City by a 
subscriber, make a demonstration 
satisfactory to the aty Administrator 
or designated staff that a signal is be¬ 
ing delivered to subscriber which is of 
sufficient strength and quality to 
the standards set forth in this Part. 

D. Render efficient service, making 
repairs promptly and interrupting ser¬ 
vice only for good cause and for the 
shortest time possible; such interrup¬ 
tions insofar as possible shall be pre¬ 
ceded by notice given to subscribers 
as far in advance as possible and shall 
occur during a period of minimum 
use of the system. 

E. Maintain an office in Sierra 
Madre, which office shall be open 
during all the usual business hours, 
have a telephone number listed in the 
directories of the General Telephone 
Company, and be so operated that 
complaints and requests for repairs 
or adjustments may be received at 
any time. In addition, a twenty-four 
(24) hour per day answering or refer¬ 
ral telephone number shall be pro¬ 
vided to accept subscriber complaints 
and requests after normal business 
hours. 

F. Keep a maintenance service re¬ 
cord by subscriber which will indi¬ 
cate the nature of each service com¬ 
plaint, the date and time it was re¬ 
ceived, the disposition of said com¬ 
plaint and the time and date cleared. 
This record shall be made available 
for perirxiic inspection by the city. 

G. Grantee declares that it is its pre¬ 
sent policy not to carry X-rated movies 
as (lefined by the Motion Picture 
Association of America. Should at 
any time Grantee decide to alter such 
policy, it will first solicit comments 
of its subscribers through the means 
of a public hearing to be held by the 
aty. 

H. The company shall comply with 
all Federal, State and aty laws pro¬ 
hibiting the display of obscene matc- 
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rials, hi the event of a dispute regard¬ 
ing this matter that is not covered by 
a Federal, State or City law, the City 
Council shall make the final deter¬ 
mination. Such determination shall 
be deemed a legislative decision as 
part of this Ordinance, reviewable 
only under CCP 1085, 

I. . The Grantee shall operate and 
maintain its CATV System in full 
compliance with all applicable stan¬ 
dards set forth from time to time by 
the Federal Communications Com¬ 
mission, and conduct annually a 
Federal Communications Commis¬ 
sion proof of performance test. 

J. Grantee shall make available to 
subscribers, at a reasonable cost, 
locking keys or trapping devices 
(parental control devices) to control 
the use of premium programming; 
provided, however, that Grantee 
shall not be responsible to the sub¬ 
scriber or the City for the loss by 
the subscriber of additional channels 
as a result of using the key or 
trapping device. 

K. The CATV System shall be in¬ 
stalled and maintained in accordance 
with specifications set forth in 
Grantee's proposal and will be up¬ 
graded from time to time consistent 
with sound business and economic 
considerations to reflect technolo¬ 
gical advances in the CATV System 
which improves in manner recognized 
by the industry the quality and reli¬ 
ability thereof. 

L. The Basic Security System will 
be upgraded, within a reasonable 
time from initial installation, to in¬ 
clude a cable security modem for each 
subscriber passed by cable, a self- 
mterrogative computer located in the 
cable headend and a data link to the 
central monitoring computer and will 
be upgraded from time to time con¬ 
sistent with sound business and eco¬ 
nomic considerations to reflect tech¬ 
nological advances in the Basic Se¬ 
curity System which substantially im¬ 
proves the quality and reliability 
thereof, 

3253. Miscellaneou.s 
Provisions 

A. When not otherwise prescribed 
herein, all matters herein required to 
be filed with the City shall be filed 
with the City Clerk. 

B. Grantee shall have no financial 
interest, directly or indirectly, nor 
shall any of its officers, shareholders, 
or employees, in any TV or radio 
sales or repair business, nor shall 
Grantee or any of such persons ac¬ 
cept or receive referral fees or gratu¬ 
ities from any such sales or repair 
business. Any violation of this para¬ 
graph, unknown to Grantee, by an 
employee of Grantee who is not an 
officer shall not constitute a breach 
of this Paragraph B, unless Grantee 
should fail to institute prompt reme¬ 
dial action upon discovery thereof. 

C. No person, firm or corporation 
in the existing service area of the 
Grantee shall be arbitrarily refused 
service; provided, however, that the 
Grantee shall not be required to pro¬ 
vide service to any subscriber who 
does not pay the applicable connec¬ 
tion fee or monthly service charge. 

D. All notice which City may give 
to Grantee or which Grantee may 
give to City shall be given in writing 
and may be given by first class mail, 
postage prepaid addressed to Gran¬ 
tee’s most recent address on file with 
the City, and addressed to City at its 
City Hall. Such notices, so sent by 
mail, shall be deemed given one day 
after deposit in the U.S. mails if so 
deposited in Los Angeles County; 
otherwise, they shall be deemed given 
upon receipt. 

3254. Applkation for Franchise 

A. Application for Franchise here¬ 
under shall be in wirting, shall be filed 
with the City Clerk and shall con¬ 
tain but not be limited to the follow¬ 
ing information: 

1. The name and address of the 
applicant. If the applicant is a part¬ 
nership, the name and address of 
each partner shall also be set forth. 

If the applicant is a corporation, the 
applications shall also state the names 
and addresses of its directors, main 
officers, major stockholders and as¬ 
sociates, and the names and ad¬ 
dresses of parent and subsidiary 
companies and the state of incor¬ 
poration. 

2. A statement and description of 
the CATV and Basic Security Sys¬ 
tems proposed to be constructed, in¬ 
stalled, maintained or operated by the 
applicant; the proposed location of 
su>.n system and its various compo¬ 
nents; the manner in which appli¬ 
cant proposes to construct, install, 
maintain and operate the same; and, 
particularly, the extent and manner 
in which existing or future poles or 
other facilities of other public utili¬ 
ties will be used fo such svstem. 

3. A description, in detail, of the 
public streets, public places and pro¬ 
posed public streets within which 
applicant proposes or seeks authority 
to construct, install or maintain any 
CATV equipment or facilities; a de¬ 
tailed description of the equipment or 
facilities proposed to be constructed, 
installed or maintained therein; and 
the proposed specific location there¬ 
of. 

4. A map specifically showing 
and delineating the proposed service 
area or areas within which appli¬ 
cant proposes to provide CATV 
services and for which a Franchise 
IS requested. 

5. A statement or schedule of 
proposed rates and charges to sub¬ 
scribers of installation and services, 
and a copy of proposed service agree¬ 


ment between the Grantee and its 
subscribers shall accompany the ap¬ 
plication . 

6. A copy of any contract, if 
existing, between the applicant and 
any public utility providing for the 
use of facilities of such public utility, 
such as poles, lines, or conduits. 

7. A statement setting forth all 
agreements and understandings, 
whether written, oral or implied, 
existing between the applicant and 
any person, firm or corporation with 
respect to the proposed Franchise or 
the propose CATV operation. If a 
Franchise is granted to a person, 
firm or corporation posing as a front 
or as the representative of another 
person, firm or corporation, and such 
information is not disclosed in the 
original application, such Franchise 
shall be deemed void and of no force 
and effect whatsoever. 

8. A financial statement prepared 
by a certified public accountant, 
showing applicant’s financial status 
and his financial ability to complete 
the construction and installation of 
the proposed CATV System. 

9. A statement as to when con¬ 
struction will begin after the date of 
the granting of the Franchise and 
after the execution of the utility 
agreement described in No. 6. 

10. A statement indicating where 
other CATV Franchises are held and 
how many existing subscribers are 
serviced. 

11. A statement of intent with re¬ 
gard to program origination and 
acceptance of local advertising shall 
be included. 

12. The number and identifica¬ 
tion of channels proposed to be 
carried on the CATV System. 

13. A detailed listing of operating 
equipnfient including model numbers 
and types, with an “equal or better” 
guarantee. 

14. A proposed subscriber com¬ 
plaint processing and equipment re¬ 
pair procedure. 

15. A proposed ’’proof of per¬ 
formance” description, listing tests 
to be performed and equipment 
utilized. 

B. Upon consideration of any such 
application, the Council may refuse 
to grant the requested Franchise or 
the Council may by resolution grant 
a Franchise for a CATV System 
to any such applicant as may appear 
from said application to be in its 
opinion best qualified to render pro¬ 
per and efficient CATV service to 
television viewers and subscribers in 
the City. The Council’s decision in 
the matter shall be final. If favorably 
considered, the application submit¬ 
ted shall constitute and form part of 
the Franchise as granted. 

C. The Council may at any time de¬ 
mand. and applicant shall provide, 
such supplementary, additional or 
other Information as the Council may 
deem reasonably necessary to deter¬ 
mine whether the requested Franchise 
should be granted. 

D. Any Franchise granted pursuant 
to this ordinance shall include the 
following condition: 

The CATV System herein 
franchised shall be used and 
operated solely and exclusively 
for the purpose expressly au¬ 
thorized by ordinance of the 
City and no other purpose 
whatsoever. 

Inclusion of the foregoing state¬ 
ment in any such Franchise shall 
not be deemed to limit the authority 
of the City to include any other 
reasonable condition, limitation, or 
restriction which it may deem neces¬ 
sary to impose in connection with 
such Franchise pursuant to the au¬ 
thority conferred by this Pan, 

3255. Application 
Each application shall be accom¬ 
panied by an application fee in the 
sum of Five Hundred Dollars ($500. 

00) which shall be used by the City 
to cover the cost of reviewing, 
investigating and processing such 
applicant, except that a renegotiated 
franchise shall not require or be con¬ 
sidered to be an application. Any 
City costs attributable to the review, 
analysis and implementation of the 
Franchise may be charged back to the 
Grantee to the extent that the same 
are reasonable and verified in an 
amount not to exceed $25,000. The 
necessity and validity of these charges 
is within the sole discretion of the 
City. 

3256. Effect of Annexations 

A. In the event any new terri¬ 
tory shall become annexed to the 
City which is contiguous to one or 
more than one Franchise Area in the 
City, the Council shall determine at 
a public hearing which Grantee or 
Grantees, if any, shall serve such new 
territory. 

B. In the event any portion of the 
unincorporated territory which is 
contiguous to the corporate limits 
of the City covered by an existing 
Franchise or license granted by the 
County of Loi Angeles is annexed to 
the City prior to the time that the 
Grantee of County Franchise or 
license has commenced installation 
of a CATV System within said 
territory, all rights acquired by said 
Grantee under its County Franchise 
or license shall terminate by opera¬ 
tion of law as of the date on which 
the annexation to the City becomes 
effective. 

C. In the event any portion of the 
unincorporated territory which is 
contiguous to the corporate limits 
of the City and covered by an existing 
Franchise or license granted by the 
County of Los Angeles is annexed 
to the City after the Grantee thereof 
has commenced or completed con¬ 


struction and installation of a CATV 
System within said territory, the 
rights reserved under such Franchise 
or license to the County of Los 
Angeles or to any officer thereof, 
shall inure to the benefit of the City 
of Sierra Madre and all regulatory 
provisions of this Part and and other 
rules and regulations applicable to 
CATV Systems operating within the 
City, whether then in effect or sub¬ 
sequently adopted, shall be appli¬ 
cable to and binding upon said 
Grantee. In addition, the Grantee 
shall be obligated to pay annually 
to the City the percentage of the gross 
receipts established by the County of 
Los Angeles for five (5) years or upon 
termination of the Franchise, which¬ 
ever is of the shorter time duration, 
at which time the Council may es¬ 
tablish the percentage to be paid to 
the City. 

3157. Renewal of CATV Franchise 

A. Any Franchise agreement pur¬ 
suant to this part will be granted for 
an initial term of ten (10) years with 
the right of the Grantee to renew for 
an additional term of six (6) years, 
subject only to the Grantor’s 
review of any condition(s) upon the 
right to exercise such option as may 
be set forth in the franchise resolu¬ 
tion. If such condition(s) have been 
met, the remaining six (6) years shall 
follow under the extension; if not, the 
franchise shall terminate. 

B. Upon expiration of the term of 
the Franchise, including extensions 
thereof, the Grantor shall have the 
right, at its election to: 

1. Renew or extend the Franchise 
for such additional period and upon 
such other terms as may be agreed 
by the Grantor and Grantee, with 
preference to Grantee; 

2. Invite additional Franchise ap¬ 
plications or proposals; or 

3. Terminate the Franchise with¬ 
out further action. 

The Grantee shall make it a condi¬ 
tion of each contract entered into by 
it that the Grantor shall have the 
right to exercise these options. 

3258. New Services 

It shall be the policy of the City 
liberally to amend any Franchise, 
upon application of the Grantee, 
when necessary to enable the Grantee 
to lake advantage of any develop¬ 
ments in the field of transmission of 
television and radio signals which 
will afford it an opportunity more 
effectively, efficiently, or economi¬ 
cally to serve its customers; pro¬ 
vided, however, that this section 
shall not be construed to require 
the City to make any amendment or 
to prohibit it from unilaterally chang¬ 
ing its policy slated herein. 

3259. Territorial Area Involved 
Any Franchise relates to the pre¬ 
sent lerrituriaJ limits of the City and 
to any area henceforth added thereto 
during the term of this Franchise. 

3260. Acceptance and Effective Dale 
of Franchise 

A. No Franchise granted pursuant 
to the provisions of this Part shall 
become effective unless and until the 
resolution granting same has become 
effective and, in addition, unless and 
until all things required by this Part 
are done and completed, all of such 
things being hereby declared to be 
conditions precedent to the effective¬ 
ness of any such Franchise granted 
hereunder.

3262. Emergency Work 

The City reserves the right to re¬ 
move any portion of the Grantee’s 
equipment and facilities as may be 
required in any emergency as de¬ 
termined by the City without lia 
bility for interruption of service and 
City shall not be obligated to re¬ 
store service.

All subscription material shall 
contain disclaimers showing no City 
endorsement. 

3264. Rales and Charges

shall not exceed the rates set forth 
in the Franchise Resolution for a 
period of twenty-one (21) months.

Charges 

If a subscriber of Grantee shall 
become in arrears more than forty- 
five (45) days in the payment of 
a valid billing of Grantee, Grantee 
shall have the right, with five (5) 
days’ prior written notice, to dis¬ 
connect subscriber from its system. 
After such disconnection, if the 
subscriber wishes future service 
from Grantee, the subscriber shall 
be obligated to pay the Grantee 
the authorized reconnection fee and 
balance due. 

If, however, the Grantee shall 
travel to the subscriber’s location 
and. prior to disconnection, the 
subscriber shall pay Grantee the ar¬ 
rearage in order to prevent the dis¬ 
connection, Grantee shall be en¬ 
titled to charge such subscriber a 
fee not to exceed Ten Dollars 
($10.00) for the costs incurred. This 
charge may be increased upon ap¬ 
proval of the City Council and shall 
not exceed the rate set forth for 
a period of twenty-one (21) months. 
3267. Limllalioii on Charges 

A. The Grantee shall receive no 
consideration whatsoever for or in 
connection with its service to its 
subscribers other than in accordance 
with this section. 

B. If, in the future, the State 
of California or any other public 
agency regulates the rates of the 
Grantee for the service provided for 
in this Franchise, this section shall 
be of no effect during such state 
regulation to the extent of any con¬ 
flict therewith. 

C. The Grantee shall credit or 
refund to the subscriber an amount 
equal to one day’s service charge 
for each day service is interrupted 
whenever service is not provided 
for a period of one (1) day be¬ 
ginning from the time such dut- 
age is reported to the Grantee, ex¬ 
cept when such outage is caused by 
circumstances outside of the Gran¬ 
tee’s control such as fire, earth¬ 
quake, riot, and other similar cir¬ 
cumstances.

3268. Violations 

A. From and after the effec¬ 
tive date of this Part, it shall be 
unlawful for any person to estab¬ 
lish, operate or to carry on the 
business of distributing to any per¬ 
sons in this City any television 
signals or radio signals by means of 
a CATV System unless a Franchise 
has first been obtained pursuant 
to the provisions of this Part, and 
unless such Franchise is in full 
force and effect. 

B. From and after the effective 
dale of this Part, it shall be un¬ 
lawful for any person to construct, 
install or maintain within any pub¬ 
lic street in the City, or within any 
other public property of the City, 
or within any privately owned area 
within the City which has not yet 
become a public street but is desig¬ 
nated or delineated as a proposed 
public street on any tentative sub¬ 
division map approved by the City, 
any equipment or facilities for dis¬ 
tributing any television signals or 
radio signals through a CATV Sys¬ 
tem, unless a Franchise authorizing 
such use of such street or properly 
or area has first been obtained 
pursuant to the provisions of this 
Part, and unless such Franchise is in 
full force and effect.

E. It shall be unlawful for any 
person, without the consent of the 
owner, to willfully tamper with, re¬ 
move or injure any cables, wire 
or equipment used for distribution 
of television signals, radio signals, 
pictures, programs or sound.

clude “Permittee.” No provision 
of this Part shail be deemed or 
construed as requiring the grant¬ 
ing of a Franchise hereunder to a 
telephone company furnishing such 
a channel service. 


3271. Franchise NontranaferaUc 

Any such Franchise shall be a 
privilege to be held in personal 
trust by the original Grantee. It 
cannot, in its entirety, in any event 
be sold, transferred, leased, as¬ 
signed, sub-contracted, or disposed 
of. either by forced or involun¬ 
tary sale, or by voluntary sale, mer¬ 
ger, lease, sub-contract, consolida¬ 
tion or otherwise, without the prior 
consent of the Council expressed by 
resolution, after receipt of any pro¬ 
posed contractural documents, in¬ 
cluding the consideration and then 
only under such conditions as may 
in said resolution be prescribed; 
provided, however, the Franchise 
may be transferred by Grantee to 
any affiliated company upon prior 
notice being given to the City. 
Any such transfer or assignment 
shali be made only by an instru¬ 
ment in writing, a duly executed 
copy of which shall be filed in the 
Office of the City Clerk within 
thirty (30) days after any such trans¬ 
fer or assignment. The said con¬ 
sent of the Council may not be 
arbitrarily refused; provided, how¬ 
ever, the proposed assignee must 
show financial responsibility and 
must agree to comply with all pro¬ 
visions of this Part and of the Fran¬ 
chise; provided, however, that this 
section shall not apply to the dis¬ 
position of worn out or obsolete 
facilities or personal property in the 
normal course of carrying on the 
CATV business.

3274. Repair of Streets and Public

Any and all streets and public 
ways which are disturbed or dam¬ 
aged during the con¬ 
struction, operation, maintenance, 
or reconstruction of the CATV 
System, shall be promptly repaired 
by the Grantee, at its expense, and 
to the satisfaction of the grantor. 

3275. Erection of Poles Prohibited 

The Grantee is expected to make 

use of existing aerial poles. How¬ 
ever, the Grantee shall have the 
right to erect poles if written per¬ 
mission is obtained from the Grant¬ 
or; provided, however, that any such 
poles may not be erected or main¬ 
tained in any public highway in 
which there exists or is being 
erected a pole line of any public 
or private corporation, or person 
engaged in service to the pulic as 
an electric or telephone public utility, 
and which pole line is reasonably 
available to the Grantee for use pur¬ 
suant to a pole contract rental 
agreement. 

3276. No Recourse Against City 
for Losses, Etc. 

Any Franchise granted under this 
part shall not relieve the Grantee 
of any obligation involved in ob¬ 
taining pole space from any depart¬ 
ment of the City, the utility com¬ 
panies, or from others maintaining 
poles in streets, as herein defined, 
or other public easements or public 
properties. Nothing in this Pan is 
to be construed as granting to the 
Grantee the right to cross or tres¬ 
pass upon, in any way, with cable 
or with any other type of struc¬ 
ture or installation, property which 
is not public property or within 
a suitable right of way. 

3277. Movement of Facilities 

In the event it is necessary tem¬ 
porarily to move or remove any of 
the Grantee’s wires, cables, poles 
or- other facilities placed pursuant 
to the franchise, in order lawfully 
to move a large object, vehicle, 
building or other structure over the 
streets, alleys, or highways of the 
Grantor, Grantee upon reasonable 
notice shall move at the expense 
of the person requesting the tem¬ 
porary removal such of his facilities 
as may be required to facilitate 
such movements.

A. The Grantee shall at all times 
employ ordinary care and shall in¬ 
stall and maintain in use common¬ 
ly accepted methods and devices 
for preventing failures and accidents 
which are likely to cause damage, 
injuries, or nuisances to the public. 

B. The Grantee shall install and 
maintain its wires, cables, fixtures, 
and other equipment in accordance 
with the requirements of the Na¬ 
tional Electrical Code, as it now 
exists or hereafter may be amended 
and in such manner that they will 
not interfere with any installations 
of the City or of a public utility 
serving the City. 

C. All structures and all lines, 
equipment, and connections in,

Upon petition by the Grantee, 
the Council may defer or indefi¬ 
nitely suspend any expansion re¬ 
quired by this Part after a showing 
by Grantee that such expansion 
would cause unreasonable financial 
hardship to Grantee. The adequacy 
of such a showing shall be deter¬ 
mined and weighed against the pub¬ 
lic interest in system expansion by 
the Council after a public hearing. 

3280. Revocation of Franchise 
Any Franchise issued hereunder 

may, after six (6) months’ notice to 
Grantee and a public hearing, be 
revoked, altered, or suspended by 
the Council as it deems necessaiy 
on any of the following grounds; 

A. For willful, false or misleading 
statements in, or material omissions 
from, any application. 

B. For fsulure to file and main¬ 
tain the bond, security, or insurance, 
or pay franchise fees required under 
this Part. 

C. After completion of the Con¬ 
struction Schedule set forth in an 
Exhibit to the Franchise, repeated 
failure, as determined by the Coun¬ 
cil, to maintain signal quality In 
accordance with this Part and FCC 
standards. 

D. For any sale or other trans¬ 
action resulting in transfer of con¬ 
trol of Grantee, or any sale, lease 
or transfer of any i/art of the 
franchise territory which is not in 
accordance with this Ordinance. 

E. For violation of material terms 
of this Part or material terms of a 
Franchise Resolution issued pur¬ 
suant to this Part, such as, but not 
limited to, any delay in beginning 
construction or excessive delay in 
meeting the construction schedule 
or delay in offering basic subscriber 
television service or delav in com¬ 
pleting construction of the CATV 
System. 

F. If the Grantee becomes in¬ 
solvent, unable or unwilling to pay 
its debts, or is adjudged a bank¬ 
rupt of all or part of Grantee’s 
facilities should be sold under an 
instrument to secure a debt and are 
not redeemed by Grantee within 
thirty (30) days from said sale. 

G. If the Grantee attempts to or 
practices any fraud in its conduct 
or relations under the Franchise. 

H. If the Grantee should fail, 
due to his own lack of diligence 
and effort, to make application for 
all necessary pole agreements with¬ 
in ninety (90) days after the effec-

or other designated City official 

C. The Grantee shall maintain a 
repair force of technicians capable 
of responding to subscriber com¬ 
plaints or requests for service u 
determined by the Franchise Resolu¬ 
tion, except in the case of natural 
disaster, in which case the Grantee 
shall use its best efforts. No charge 
shall be made to the subscriber 
for this service. 

D. The Grantor shall ensure that 
all subscribers, programmers, and 
members of the general public have 
recourse to a satisfactory hearing of 
any complaints, where there is evi¬ 
dence that the Grantee has not 
settled the complaint to the satis¬ 
faction of the person initiating 
the complaint. The Grantor shall 
establish procedures for handling 
and settling complaints. 

E. A subscriber whose complaints 
have not been satisfied shall have 
the right to file a complaint in 
writing with the City. 

F. If a subscriber files in writing 


and reported to the Council 
be slated in such resolution. 

Upon revocation of a Franchise, 
the City may by resolution declare 
a forfeiture, whereupon all rights 
of the holders of the Franchise shall 
immediately be divested without a 
further act upon the part of the 
Grantor, and the Grantee shall 
within a reasonable time remove 
from the streets and restore the 
streets to such condition as the 
Grantor may require and upon 
failure to do so, the Grantor may 
perform the work and collect the 
cost thereof from the Grantee. 

3281. Receivership

place and the provisions of the Part 
governing the consent of the Council 
to such change in control of the 
Grantee shall apply. 

The Grantor shall have the right 
to revoke the Franchise one hundred 
and twenty (120) days after the 
appointment of a receiver, or trus¬ 
tee, to take over and conduct the 
business of the Grantee, whether in 
receivership, reorganization, bank¬ 
ruptcy, or other action or proceed¬ 
ing. unless such receivership or 
trusteeship shall have been vacated 
prior to the expiration of said one 
hundred and twenty (120) days, or 
unless; 

A. Within one hundred and twenty 
(120) days after his election or ap¬ 
pointment, such receiver or trustee 
shall have fully complied with all 
the provisions of the Franchise and 
remedied all defaults thereunder; 
and 

B. Such receiver or trustee, with¬ 
in said one hundred twenty (120) 
days, shall have executed an agree¬ 
ment, duly approved by the court 
having jurisdiction in the premises, 
whereby such receiver or trustee as¬ 
sumes and agrees to be bound by 
each and every provision of the 
Franchise. 

3282. Authority of City lo 
Terminate In the Event of 
Condemnation 

In order to preserve the right of 
the City under the Franchise pro¬ 
vided for, and its right to acquire 
the property of the Grantee by pur¬ 
chase or by eminent domain pro¬ 
ceedings at its then fair market 
value, at any time during the exis¬ 
tence of the Franchise, it is especial¬ 
ly provided that if at any time the 
Franchise or the property of the 
Grantee under the Franchise shall 
become the subject of eminent do¬ 
main proceedings by the City, the 
city reserves and shall have the right 
at the time such proceedings are 
commenced, or at any time there¬ 
after, to terminate said Franchise by 
resolution. 

3283. Continuity of Service 
Mandatory 

It shall be the right of sdl sub¬ 
scribers to receive all available serv¬ 
ices insofar as their financial and 
other obligations to the Grantee are 
honored. In the event that the 
Grantee elects to overbuild, rebuild, 
modify, or sell the system, or the 
Grantor revokes or fails to renew 
the Franchise, the Grantee shall do 
everything in its power and in ac¬ 
cordance with this ordinance and “ available, including the bring- 


service problem, which is prevent¬ 
able and reasonably within the 
Grantee's control, as determined by 
the City Administrator and if such 
Grantee fails within the time speci¬ 
fied in the Franchise or such other 
reasonable time period as deter¬ 
mined by the City Administrator 
following receipt of written iKMice 
by the Grantor to undertake and 
thereafter diligently pursue td com¬ 
pletion of the problem, then the 
City Administrator may levy a fine 
of up to One Hundred Dollars 
($100.00) for any occurrence or 
series of related occurreiutes. Such 
fines may be collected by the City 
from the Security Fund, as provided 
in Section 3249. 

G. In the event that a Grantee’s 
rates and charges and rate struc¬ 
tures are deregulated pursuant to 
Federal or State legislation or court 
or City Council action, if a sub¬ 
scriber files in writing with the 
Grantor a complaint for a service 
problem which is preventable and 
reasonably within the Grantee’s con¬ 
trol, as determined by the City Ad¬ 
ministrator, and if such Grantee 
fails within the lime specified in the 
Franchise or such other reasonable 
time period as determined by the 
City Administrator, following receipt 
of written notice by the Grantor to 
attend to the problem, then the 
City Administrator mav levy a fine 
of up to One Hundred Twenty 
five Dollars ($125.00) for any oc¬ 
currence or series of related occur¬ 
rences. Such fines may be collected 
by the City from the Security Fund. 

H. Within thirty (30) days after 
draw down by Grantor under Sub¬ 
sections F. and G. above. Grantee 
shall reimburse that amount which 
has been drawn down to restore 
such Security Fund to the original 
amount, or Grantee shall be deemed 
in default. 

3286. Rights Reserved lo the 
Grantee 

Right of Appeal lo Grantor. 

Should the Grantee become dissatis¬ 
fied with any material decision or 
ruling of the City Administrator or 
staff pertaining to cable communica¬ 
tion matters, the Grantee may ap¬ 
peal the matter to the City Coun¬ 
cil. The Council may accept, re¬ 
ject, or modify the decision of its 
City Administrator or staff. If the 
Grantee is dissatisfied with the re¬ 
sults of such appeal the Grantee 
may pursue such other remedies

SECTION I. PURPOSE AND 

INTENT 

This Resolution is enacted pur¬ 
suant to the authority provided in, 
and subject to, all provisions, 
terms, and conditions of Article 
III, Chapter 3, Part E of the Sierra 
Madre Municipal Code as adopted 
in Ordinance No. 992 (the “Ordi¬ 
nance"). It is the purpose and in¬ 
tent of this Resolution to grant a 
non-exclusive Franchise to engage in 
the business of operating a Cable 
Television System (the "CATV Sys¬ 
tem") within the corporate limits 
of the City of Sierra Madre (the 


“City") to Teleprompter Corpora¬ 
tion. Capitalized terms not other¬ 
wise defined herein shall have the 
meaning given in the Ordinance. 
SECTION 2. GRANT OF NON¬ 
EXCLUSIVE FRAN¬ 
CHISE AND CONDI¬ 
TIONS FOR 
RENEWAL 

A. A non-exclusive Franchise to 
construct, operate, and maintain a 
CATV System within the City is 
hereby granted to Telepromprter Cor¬ 
poration, a New York corporation 
("Grantee”), wiith all the rights 
and privileges and subject to each 
and all of the terms and condi¬ 
tions of Ordinance No. 992 and the 
City Code, except as modified here¬ 
in, and unless sooner revoked, for a 
term of ten (10) years from .the ef¬ 
fective date of this Franchise, with 
the right and option of the Grantee 
to renew for an additional term of 
six (6) years, subject to the condition 
that Grantee has not failed to cure 
with the time required by Section 
3280 of the ordinance any item 
which would otherwise be grounds 
for revocation pursuant to such 
section.

The non-exclusive Franchise grant¬ 
ed by this Resolution to Grantee 
constitutes authority to use the pub¬ 
lic streets, other public rights-of- 
way, public utility easements, or 
public places in the City, to en¬ 
gage in the business of operating a 
CATV System within the area des¬ 
cribed in Section 4 below. Pursuant 
to such authority, until lawfully re¬

SECTION 3. FRANCHISE CON¬

Concurrently with the passage of 
this Resolution in a form acceptable 
to Grantee (which acceptance has 
been signified by Grantee’s deliver 
to the City Administrator of a draft 
of such Resolution initialed by Gran¬ 
tee), Grantee shall deliver to the City 
two (2) certified checks, which checks 
shall total Forty Thousand Dollars 
($40,000.00) payable to the City as 
security for its acceptance of the 
Franchise gi anted hereby. If Grantee 
fails to accept the FratKhise within 
the time provided by this Section, 
City may retain said sum as liqui¬ 
dated damages if the City revokes 
the Franchise. If Grantee accepts the 
Franchise, said sum shall be applied 
by City in satisfaction of Grantee’s 
obligations under Paragraphs E and 
F of this Section; provided that City 
shall forthwith return to Grantee 
that portion, if any, of said sum 
which City does not elect to retain 
under Paragraph F of this Section. 

The Franchise shall become effec¬

A. A written acceptance in form 
satisfactory to the City Attorney of 
the City, by which Grantee agrees 
to be bound by and comply with and 
to do stll things required by this Reso¬ 
lution. 

B. All bonds and insurance policies 
required by the Ordinance of the City 
shall be filed and shall thereafter be 
maintained in full force and effect. 

C. Written evidence in form satis¬ 
factory to the City Attorney of the 
City, that Grantee has complied with 
the requirements of Section 3246 of 
the Ordinance. 

D. Written evidence in a form satis¬ 
factory to the City Attorney of the 
City, that Grantee has complied with 
the requirements of Section 3249 of 
the Ordinance. 

E. A certified check for Twenty- 
Five Thousand Dollars ($23,(XX).00) 
payable to the City as compensation 
for the time, effort and expense in¬ 
curred in the evaluation and award of 
the CATV Franchise. 

F. A certified check for Fifteen 
Thousand Dollars ($I3,0(X)) payable 
to the City as an advance against 
franchise fees due thereafter. 

SECTION 6. FRANCHISE FEES 
An annual franchise fee of five per¬ 


cent (SW) of Grantee’s gross armual 
receipu ax defined in Ordinance 992 
will be paid to the City. Grantee shall 
support application for said Fran¬ 
chise fee. 

SECTION 7. RATES AND CHAR¬ 
GES (EXCLUDING 
BASIC SECURITY 
SYSTEM) 

A. The Grantee shall provide a 
complete list of subscriber services 
offered thereby, with their related 
costs, to each potential subscriber be¬ 
fore the subscriber contracts for any 
services. Subscriber rates shall be as 
specified in Exhibit “A" attached 
hereto. 

B. The Grantor shall only regulate 
Grantee’s charges for basic services 
and only as follows: The initial sub¬ 
scriber rates for basic services for 
regular monthly cable communica¬ 
tion shall not exceed for a period of 
twenty-one (21) months from the 
effective dale of this Franchise, 
those rales for basic service specified 
in Exhibit “A”. Subject to this 
twenty-one (21) month period. Gran¬ 
tee may: 

I. From time to lime change its 
rates so as to enable a fair and rea¬ 
sonable return on its investment; pro¬ 
vided, that the Grantee shall give the 
Grantor written notice of any pro¬

The pendency of 
such proceedings shall not prevent 
the proposed rale increase from going 
into effect as scheduled, but if the 
Grantor ultimately determines that a 
different rale than that proposed by 
the Grantee is the proper rate, such 
different rate shall be applicable from 
expiration of said sixty (60) days. 
If the City Council acts on the pro¬ 
posed increase, it shall hold a public 
hearing on the matter within sixty 
(60) days of the notification. The 
Grantee shall receive written notifi¬ 
cation of the hearing at least two (2) 
weeks before. The Grantee shall 
have the right to respond at the 
hearing ami to suomit evidence. The 
City Council shall render a decision 
on the increase within thirty (30) days 
of the commencement of the hearing. 
Approval of the City Council as to 
t)M increase shall ikm be unreasonably 
withheld. The Grantee may, how¬ 
ever, without City Council approval, 
increase its rates and charges other¬ 
wise subject to Grantor regulation at 
any time, provided that such increase 
and all prior increases do not in the 
aggregate exceed the aggregate in¬ 
crease in the Consumer Price Index 
for consumers in the Los Angeles- 
Long Beach-Anaheim area since the 
effective date of this Franchise. 

2. Grantee may, at its own dis¬ 
cretion and during or subsequer.l to 
the Iwenty^sne (21) month period, 
waive, reduce or suspend connection 
fees for specific or indeterminate 
periods and/or monthly service fees 
for promotional purposes. 

C. Deregulation. With respect to 
the rate included herein, or with 
respect to any rate changes or guar¬ 
antees. the Grantee is aware of the 
provisions of AB699. 

SECrriON 8. TIME OF CON¬ 
STRUCTION 

The City Council finds that the 
construction is completed except as 
set forth in Exhibit “B". 

SECTION 9. PROGRESS RE¬ 
PORTS AND 
CHANNEL 
BROADCASTING 

A. The Grantee shall provide to 
the City Administrator of the City, 
written reports which shall describe 
the manner in which the CATV Sys¬ 
tem is being maintained and such 
other information as may be rea¬ 
sonably requested by the City Admi¬ 
nistrator pertaining to the technical 
aspects of the System. The first such 
report shall be provided on Septem¬ 
ber!, 1982. 

B. In accordance with the FCC re¬ 
quirements and subject to available 
channel space. Grantee will provide 
all required "must carry” signals. 

C. For Basic Service Signals that are 
remodulated on cable company car¬ 
riers (HRC), the modulation levels 
for video (Chromanescence and Lu¬ 
minescence) and Audio shall be with¬ 
in 389 of the original carrier modula¬ 
tion levels. Burden of proof and cost 
siudi rest with the cable operator. The 
test method will be described in the 
annual proof of performance lest 
plan generated by the cable operator. 

A copy of the test results must be 
furnished to the City. 

SECTION 10. SERVICES TO THE 
CITY 

Grantee shall, upon request, at rea¬ 
sonable times during the course of 
construction of the CATV System or 
thereafter, furnish and maintain in 
good working order at its own es- 
pense and without any cost to the 
City whatsoever, the following: 

A. Grantee shall expend for local 
programming purposes, (Local Ori¬ 
gination, Oovernment Access, Edu¬ 
cational Access and Public Access) 
not less than One Hundred Thousand 
Dollars ($100,000.00) over a period 
of three years from the effective dale 
of the Franchise towards those items 
listed in Sections 10(3) and KXK) 


hereof. 

B. Grantee shall provide one edu¬ 
cational channel which shall originale 
from Pasadena City College. Such 
channel shgll be scheduled, pro¬ 
grammed and operated by PCC and 
the City. How and when program¬ 
ming is allocated shall be determined 
solely by PCC and the City and not 
Grantee. Grantee shall retain owner¬ 
ship over any equipment placed at 
PCC by Grantee for the purpose of 
channel origination and no rent or 
other charge shall be levied upon 
Grantee by PCC or the City. 

C. Grantee shall provide, at no 
charge, to each City-governmental 
and school facility, one drop line in¬ 
stalled by the Grantee. 

D. If the City or any school desires 
to have additional connections to the 
CATV System installed by Grantee, 
Grantee shall make such connections 
or installations at the cost to Grantee 
of time and materials. Grantee shall 
reserve the right to subcontract such 
installations or connections when 
deemed necessary. Installation of all 
additional connections to public 
buildings shall be completed within 
sixty (60) days of receipt of request 
for such connections. 

E. Grantee shall provide, without 
cost, one government access channel 
to be programmed by and for the 
City in the public interest. Until such 
time as the City provides program¬ 
ming for the channel. Grantee may 
make use thereof. When Grantee 
operates a remote or portable vehicle 
and equipment for telecasting and 
videotaping. Grantee shall provide 
origination service to the City at rea¬ 
sonable times and upon reasonable 
notice. 

F. Grantee shall provide one channel 
for public access and one channel foi 
local origination, both to be shared 
with the City of Arcadia. 

G. Grantee shall provide, at no cost, 
community video workshops to in¬ 
struct members of the community in 
the use of equipment as reasonably 
needed to produce programs, in¬ 
cluding cameras, editing equipment, 
lights and video tape machines. 

H. Grantee shall provide by the end 
of 1982, at no additional cost to the 
City, M emergency alert service 
allowing City officials to override the 
audio on all cable channels from any 
touchtone telephone to make emer¬ 
gency announcements. Grantee shall 
immediately activate an emergency 
alert system in the City and make all 
of the Grantee's cablecasting facili¬ 
ties available to designated officials 
during an emergency. 

I. At the completion of the con¬ 
struction schedule set forth in Ex¬ 
hibit “B”, Grantee’s system will have 
cite capability to provide or receive 
raw video and balanced audio sigiuUs 
at the Sierra Madre-Santa Anita 
antenna site which signal will be a- 
vailable for interconnection with 
other compatible cable TV systems 
operating in the San Gabriel Valley. 

3. Grantee shall provide: 

1. An office located in Sierra 
Madre; 

2. Two portable color studios; 

3. $3,000 per year to a local 
foundation; 

4. Two origination points, one 
located at the Sierra Madre City Hall 
and the other at the Sierra 
Madre Public Library. 

3. One character generator to be 
housed and operated at the Sierra 
Madre Public Library. 

6. Access to a fully equipped 
color studio in Arcadia or Sierra 
Madre; and 

7. Use of a mobile van. 

K. The following equipment shall 
be provided by Grantee to PCC in 
order to meet Grantee’s obligations 
under Section 10 (B) of this Resolu¬ 
tion: 

1. One 3VC CP3300U M-inch 
player; 

2. One Edutron CCD LH-I time 
base corrector; 

3. One ISI video switcher Model 
902 with 666 downstream keyer; 

4. One BE Spotmaster console; 

3. One Systems Concept Quanta- 
vision Q3 character generator; 

6. One Trompeter video patch 
bays, 3SI-2400; and 

7. One Trompeter audio patch 
bays, 3SI-32. 

SECTION II. SECURITY SER¬ 
VICES 

A. The Grantee shall provide a 
basic security system. The Basic 
Security System shall meet the stan¬ 
dards specified in the Ordinance. 
Grantee shall have three (3) years 
from the effective date of this Fran¬ 
chise to begin installation of such 
security system; provided, however, 
at any time six (6) months after the 
effective date of this Franchise, the 
City may institute proceedings to re¬ 
quire the Grantee to "show cause” 
why for economical or technological 
reasons the Grantee cannot or should 
not be required to begin installation 
within the next six (6) month period. 
Grantee shall have nine (9) months 
from lime of beginning installation 
to complete same. 

B. The rates for subscription to the 
Basic Security System are as follows; 

1. "Basic Installation” — The 
Basic Security System will be in¬ 
stalled for a price not to exceed 
$730.00 per subscriber for a period of 
thirty (30) days after that service is 
available in a given area. Subse¬ 
quent to such a thirty (30) day period. 
Grantee may charge any resonable 
price for installation. 

2. Monitoring and normal main¬ 
tenance of the Basic Security System 
will not exceed $20.00 per month per 
Subscriber security terminal (net of 


any franchise tax license) oi other 
business tax imposed by the City 
with respect thereto); normally one 
such security terminal will be required 
per household. This rale shall not be 
increased for twenty-one (21) months 
from the effective date of the Fran¬ 
chise or twelve (12) months from the 
date of availability, whichever is 
later, but Grantee may reduce such 
rales. 

C. Reasonable charges for addi¬ 
tional intrusion, fire and emergency/ 
medical alert devices will be estab¬ 
lished at the lime of quotation to 
a prospective subscriber. Additional 
charges will be made for unusual 
installations. 

D. No additional dropline charges 
will be made for Basic Security Sys¬ 
tem to any resident who is a sub¬ 
scriber to the CATV System. 

E. The central station monitoring 
will be capable of being connected 
to any operating and reputable se¬ 
curity system which is acceptable to 
the Grantee in the City. 

F. The Basic Security System shall 
be installed and maintained and will 
be upgraded consistent with the 
provisions of the Ordinance. 

G. Grantee may arrange for a 
qualified contactor to establish and 
operate the Basic Security Service 
using the facilities of the CATV Sys¬ 
tem, subject to the provisions of the 
Ordinance, and only with the prior 
consent of the City Council which 
shall not be unreasonably withheld. 
SECTION 12. ESTABLISHMENT 

AND EXTENSION 

OF SERVICE 

A. Grantee shall operate the CATV 
System authorized by the Franchise 
in accordance with the minimum 
technical standards set forth in Sec¬ 
tion 3232 of the Ordinance. 

B. Grantee’s office in the City 
of Sierra Madre shall be open during 
reasonable business hours, have 
a local telephone number listed in 
the telephone directory, and be 
so operated that complaints and 
requests for repair or adjust¬ 
ments may be received at any time 
similar to existing office at 33 North 
Baldwin Avenue. Grantee shall main¬ 
tain for City inspection its records, 
logs and processing of complaints. 

C. Grantee shall operate the CATV 
System authorized by this Franchise 
twenty-four (24) hours per day, seven 
(7) days per week. 

SECTION 13. SEPARABILITY 
AND SEVERABI¬ 
LITY 

If any provison of this Resolution 
or the Ordinance is held to be invalid 
or preempted by Federal or State 
regulations or laws, the City and 
Grantee shall have the obligation to 
modify such documents to be in com¬ 
pliance with such Federal or Stare 
laws or regulations. If any of the pro¬ 
visions of the Franchise Resolution or 
the application thereof to any person 
or circumstances is held invalid by a 
court of competent jurisdiction, such 
invalidity shall not affect other pro¬ 
visions or applications of the Fran¬ 
chise Resolution which can be given 
effect without the invalid provision 
or application and to this end the 
provisions of this Franchise Resolu¬ 
tion are declared severable at that 
time. The invalidity of any portion of 
this Franchise Resolution shall not 
abate, reduce or otherwise affect any 
consideration or other obligation re¬ 
quired of the Grantee of any Fran- 
chiM granted hereunder. 

SECTION 14. COMPREHENSIVE 
LIABILITY IN¬ 
SURANCE. 

Grantee will provide the compre¬ 
hensive liability insurance policy re¬ 
quired in Section 3248 of the Ordi¬ 
nance. Specifically, Grantee will ac¬ 
quire and maintain from insurance 
carriers in a form approved by the 
City Attorney of the City the fol¬ 
lowing insurance coverage: 

A. Worker’s Compensation Insur¬ 
ance required by the Slate of Califor¬ 
nia. 

B. Comprehensive Automobile Li¬ 
ability Insurance in the amount of 
One Million Dollars ($1.000.0(X).00) 
for personal injuiy or death of any 
one person and Three Million Dollars 
($3,0(X),0(X).00) for personal injury 
or death of two or more persons in 
any one occurrence and One Million 
Dollars ($I.OOO,0(X).(W) for damage 
to property resulting from any one 
occurrence. 

C. Comprehensive General Liabili¬ 
ty Insurance in the amount of One 
Million Dollars ($1,000,000.00) for 
personal injury or death of any one 
person and Three Million Dollars 
($3,000,000.00) for personal injury 
or death of two or more persons in 
any one occurrence and One Million 
Dollars ($l,000,(X)0.00) for damages 
resulting from any one occurrence. 
SECTION 13. DIRECT SALES 

After the effective date of the 
Franchise, Grantee will submit a 
written notice to the City Admi¬ 
nistrator giving notification of Gran¬ 
tee’s initiation of a direct sales pro¬ 
gram in the City. 

SECTION 16. ATTORNEYS FEES 
Should it become necessary for the 
City to maintain a court action to en¬ 
force any of the provisions hereof 
against Grantee or against any of the 
financial security posted as a result 
of the Franchise Resolution, then if 
City prevails in such enforcement by 
court proceedings, whether by judge¬ 
ment of stipulation. City shall re¬ 
cover from Grantee reasonable attor¬ 
neys' fees and costs for such enforce¬ 
ment proceedings. If the City does 
not prevail, then the City shall reim¬ 
burse the Grantee for reasonable at¬ 
torneys' fees and costs. 


SECTION 17. COMPLIANCE 

WITH ALL LAWS 
Grantee shall comply with all laws 
now in effect or which may hereafter 
be adopted which validly and consti¬ 
tutionally govern or legislate the 
operation of the CATV System in 
Sierra Madre. The provisions hereof 
shall not be construed as any limita¬ 
tion upon the reasonable exercise of 
police power by the City. 

SECTION 18. RELOCATION 
Grantee agrees to pay any and all 
costs in connection with a relocation 
of its facilities as may be from time 
to time required by the City or any 
public utility in the same manner and 
fashion as public utilities are required 
to relocate in the proper exercise of 
police power by the City. 

SECTION 19. CATV STUDY 
COMMITTEE 

The Mayor may from time to lime 
appoint an advisory committee; the 
members of which shall serve at the 
pleasure of the Mayor. The City Ad¬ 
ministrator shall consult with said 
committee, if established, in per¬ 
forming his duties hereunder. 
SECTION 20. FAILURE TO 

MEET OR MAIN¬ 
TAIN OPERA¬ 
TIONAL STAN- 
DARDS BEFORE 
COMPLETION OF 
SYSTEM 

Grantor agrees no action, including 
imposition of any fine or penalty or 
request to the Federal Communica¬ 
tions Commission to inspect the Sys¬ 
tem, will be taken against Grantee for 
failure to meet or maintain any 
operational standards imposed by 
Section 3232 of Ordinance No. 992 
until the CATV Sytem is completed 
pursuant to Exhibit “B” hereto, pro¬ 
vided such failure(s) are caused in 
whole or in part by the fact the system 
is not completed. 

SECTION 21. SETTLEMENT 
AND RELEASE 

This Franchise shall supersede the 
Permit of 3une I, 1982, and any a- 
mendents thereto, and shall con¬ 
stitute a compromise and release of 
all claims and obligations owed by 
Grantor, its officers or employees, to 
Grantee and Grantee, its officers, 
directors or employees, to Grantor. 
Upon the passage of this Resolution, 
Grantor shall return to Grantee any 
and all bonds or other security 
Grantor is holding pursuant to the 
Permit. 

SECTION 22. EFFECTIVE DATE 
This Resolution shall be in full 
force and effect upon passage by the 
City Council except as set forth in 
Section 3.

tion of the weed abatement 
program. 

One Pasadenan appeared 
to protest the cost of the re¬ 
moval of the weeds on his 
unimproved lot located in 
Sierra Madre. Richard Mal¬ 
lory told the council it was 
expecting him “to pay taxes 
and get nothing in return.” 
This brought the rejoiner 
from Mayor Griffin that “the 
fact you don’t live there 
doesn’t give you the right 
not to care for your property 
just the same as every other 
property owner.” 

Sierra Madre’s Congrega¬ 
tional Church, appearing 
through spokesperson Jack 
Steffens, asked for a short 
time extension for the re¬ 
moval of weeds on property 
it owns on Hermosa because 
of the need to remove some 
rocks prior to attempting to 
cut the unwanted growth. City 
Administrator James McRea 
advised the council and Stef¬ 
fens this request could be co¬ 
ordinated with Fire Marshal 
Bill Kraimer without causing 
any particular problems. 

The public hearing on the 
Environmental impact Re¬ 
port and Tentative Tract 
Map request of Robert W. 
Farrell allowing the construc¬ 
tion of an 8-unit condomin¬ 
ium project at 45 East High¬ 
land was carried over until 
May 11. 

Councilman Edwards ori¬ 
ginally suggested the matter 
be continued because 10 days 
had not passed between the 
publication of notice of the 
hearing and Tuesday night. 
The developer then urged the 
matter be continued so there 
would be no question regard¬ 
ing the validity of the public 
hearing. 

The council also held a 
first reading, by title only, 
of two new proposed ordi¬ 
nances . . . one dealing 
with multiple family dwel¬ 
lings and the other relating 
to single family dwellings. 

During the community 
comments portion of the 
meeting, Laurie Cooper ap¬ 
peared as a spokesperson for 
the Sierra Madre Environ¬ 
mental Action Council (SM- 
EAC) to praise volunteerism 
within the city. She pointed 
out the success of the re¬ 
cycling center operating with 
all volunteers as “the way to 
do things in this town.” 

However, she noted that 
Bailey Canyon Park, while 
designed to be a wilderness 
park, was suffering from the 
lack of care. She asked the 
city to provide some regular 
maintenance on a minimum 
basis. This brought forth the 
comment from City Admin¬ 
istrator McRea that Bailey was 
not designed as a city pro¬ 
ject but was for the volun¬ 
teers to preserve as a wild¬ 
erness area. 

Ann Black appeared to ask 
city help in cleaning up two 
locations on Old Ranch 
Road. 

Betty Jackson, appearing 
as spokesperson of the Sierra 
Madre Merchants’ Associa¬ 
tion, stated (hat organization 
had raised $1857.54 to 
“trim and lace” the existing 
trees in the city’s business 
area. According to Jackson, 
the “main boulevard repre¬ 
sents total deterioration.” 

Following her comments. 
Mayor Griffin acknowledged 
a letter from Mary Roess of 
the city’s garden club, ex¬ 
pressing that club’s apprecia¬ 
tion that the plan to remove 
the existing sycamore trees 
had been rejected by the 
council. 

No action was taken on 
Jackson’s request for “Future 
special assessments” against 
the property owners for con¬ 
tinuation of the tree trim¬ 
ming program.

Another item agendized 
by the council for its next 
regular meeting is the re¬ 
quested appearance by Ramon 
C. Cortines, superintendent 
of the Pasadena Unified 
School District (of which Sier¬ 
ra Madre is a part). 

The announced purpose of 
the visit by the school super¬ 
intendent is to outline to the 
council the planned “recon¬ 
figuration” of the Sierra 
Madre public school. 

As the first regular meet¬ 
ing of the new City Council 
progressed a problem not 
present during the last two 
years of council proceedings 
developed . . . that of how 
to address the newest mem¬ 
ber, Lisa Fowler. During the 
preceding two years, former 
member Elaine Rudolph 
was the only female in the 
otherwise male bastion. But 
during those two years, Ru¬ 
dolph served in capacities 
of which there was only one, 
first Mayor Pro Tern and 
then. Mayor. As a result, 
the other council members, 
the city clerk and city ad¬ 
ministrator had no apparent 
problem in addressing her 
during council meetings. She 
was either Mayor Pro Tern 
Rudolph or, during her last 
year, Mayor Rudolph. 

But with Fowler now sit¬ 
ting as the only female on 
the council, the proper me¬ 
thod of addressing her is, 
apparently, causing some 
consternation. 

At Tuesday’s meeting she 
was sometimes referred to as 
“Councilwoman Fowler” and 
sometimes as “Councilman 
Fowler.” Finally, perhaps in 
desperation, one member ad¬ 
dressed her solely by her 
first name, “Lisa.”
